Drums Are Beating 
On The Suez 


Unless Cairo backs down in the present 
excitement over the Suez Canal, somebody is going 
to get hurt. Britain and France are convinced that 
unless they remain resolute now they will face 
endless further harassment. 
Britain has sent three aircraft carriers to the 
Mediterranean. 
British paratroopers are in the 
area, and some reservists have been called up. The 
French fleet has been alerted. 
Egypt has also called up reservists. Syria has 
threatened to cut ail oil pipelines if "aggression" 
Is committed against Egypt. 
Iraq and Lebanon 
have issued warnings of their solidarity with Egypt. 
Russia is trying to egg the Arabs on without 
being drawn in 
Soviet officials accuse the West 
of ‘’hounding” Egypt, of seeking 
to restore "im­ 
perialist domination” and of building a "war psy­ 
chosis.” Plainly, Moscow is eager to keep Egypt 
steamed up, 
Nasser has been keeping the wires hot in con­ 
sultations with Moscow, New Delhi and Belgrade. 
Nehru and the other "neutralists” are swinging 


into line. 
But is it to their interest to back Egypt in 
this dispute0 Egypt has flouted an international 
contract. 
How long can 
"neutralism” survive 
where international agreements are noi honored? 
How can they hope to obtain grants and loans from 
foreign countries when they support the dishonor­ 
ing of international commitments? 
A showdown is inevitable. The diplomats will 
need more skill than they have recently displayed 
if an armed clash is to be avoided.

irreconcilability each representing a following m Repub­ 
lican ranks, disproves the statem ent 
that 
“ we have 
greater agreem ent than ever before in our history. 
Our 
history covers a period of three centuries 
When a nation has an era of agreem en t, it is either 
under the control of a m urderous dictator or it is dying. 
Surely the United States, during the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration . is in neither of these circum stan ces. There are 
wide differences of view on every economic and social 
problem as we shall witness during the cam paign 
L ar­ 
son recognizes that such differences will be expressed but 
he denies their legitimacy. 
He says 
“ In the heat of political cam paigns, it is to be expect­ 
ed that both these statem en ts will be challenged.

philo so phy , in a v ery bro a d sen se, so hro a d 
th a t it 
h a s lo st its sp ecific m ea ning . 
He sa y s 
of it: 


“ All this doe* not slip 
co m fo rta b le into seme well- 
worn niche like liberal or ‘New Deal' or ‘prolabor' or

Larson's book may be all right for cam paign orators 
but it is neither inspirational nor philosophic.

Judgm ent and reaction tim e also 
are affected by drugs, especially 
alcohol, sedatives, narcotics, tra n ­ 
quilizers, antihistam inics. vasodila­ 
tors, and anticonvulsants. The per­ 
sonality of the driver plays an im­ 
portant role as well as his back­ 
ground. interests, and attitudes to­ 
w ard religion, alcohol and the law.

It was* Mrs. Roosevelt, believe it 
or not, who indirectly caused Adlai 
Stevenson to takt* a stronger public 
stand on Civil Rights.

Johnson 
They agreed that the 
Supreme Court decision was nuw 
the law of the land and that this 
interpretation of the Constitution 
could not be ignored in the Civil 
Rights plank 
They figured that 
Mrs. Roosevelt's adoption of such 
cautious 
moderation 
would 
play 
first into the hands of Averell Har- 
rim an 
second into the hands of 
Republicans. Finally they conclud­ 
ed it would be wise for Stevenson 
to make his views well known in 
advance. 
As a result, he made a deliberate 
statem ent supporting the Supreme 
Court, His TV interview was no 
accident.

It is a very long shot 
bet, but H arry Trum an has won 
long shot bets before this.

early 
on. 
the 
former 
President decided he wanted the 
New York governor in the Demo­ 
cratic race this year. 
He helped 
to persuade H arrim an to declare 
himself in—which was perhaps not 
dreadfully difficult 
to do. Many 
''weeks ago. he told H arrim an in 
plain term s that he was "for” him, 
in the sense that H arrim an was 
his preferred candidate, better in 
his opinion even than Adlai Steven­ 
son, whom Trum an had also en­ 
couraged to make the contest. 
Thereafter, the question between 
H arrim an and Trum an did not con­ 
cern Trum an 's 
preference.

H arrim an, or would stop at telling 
those who asked him that he liked 
H arrim an better than any of the 
others. In a phrase of H arrim an s 
already quoted in this space, the

The H arrim an cam p were weU 
aw are that they needed all the 
help Trum an could possibly give 
them. 
They worked over him at 
every opportunity, hardly leaving 
him time to drink a toast in peace 
when he went to New York for his 
daughter’s wedding, for example. 


But even on the eve of the conven­ 
tion. 
n either 
Averell 
H arrim an 
himself nor an y of those around 
him actually expected T rum an 's 
active, open endorsem ent, with all 
its far-reaching, dissension-making 


consequences. 
In the week before coming to 


Chicago, Trum an told the Missouri 
national com m itteem an. Mark Hol- 


loran. and other Missouri delegate* 
that he was indeed for H arrim an . 
He said he would be pleased if the 
Missourians stuck to favorite-son 
Stuart Symington for at least two 
ballots, to give the Stevenson band­ 
wagon a chance to be stopped. 
But even on the train to Chicago, 
Trum an told his personal entour­ 
age that he intended to m aintain 
a public neutrality. 
That was his apparen t intention, 
in fact, almost until the opening 
of his famous press conference, at 
which he first promised to reveal 
his choice. 
It is a fair bet that 
the last straw of permission was 
laid 
on the som etimes 
yielding 
cam el's 
back of Trum an 's pru­ 
dence by Judge Samuel Rosenman, 
an arden t H arrim an ite. with whom 
Trum an conferred just before the 
press conference began. 
After that, the problem was not 
what Trum an would do, but hose 
he would do it. Stream s of H arri­ 
man supporters urged a powerful 
statem en t. 
Stream s of Stevenson 
adm irers sought to avoid the worst, 
which would have been a state­ 
ment hinting that Stevenson wa* 
not a “ fighting can didate.” 


In his own suite, just half an 
hour before giving it to the public, 
Trum an gave his statem en t fop 
H arrim an a trial run among his 
special intim ates such as Leslie 
Biffle, Charles Murphy and Donald 
Dawson. He was delighted, visibly 
exulting over the thing he was 
about to do. 
At least half the m em bers of the 
Truman circle w ere not delighted. 
They feared the trouble ahead. 
They thought Stevenson would get 
the nomination anyway or at any 
rate believed that H arrim an could 
not be nominated. 
This convic­ 
tion is increasingly widespread in 
Chicago. But when H arry Trum an 
makes a gamble, it is always wiser 
to defer judgm ent until you find 
out how the bets are paid off in 
the end.

Excessive Optimism 


Arthur Larson. Under Secretary of Labor, has written 
a political handbook for the Republican PftTty, entitled 
“A Republican Looks at His Party " The very first word* 
of the preface are shockingly optimistic and are un­ 
doubtedly intended to be so. Says Mr. Larson; 


‘•The

America are these 
“ I. 
We hare greater agreem ent than ever before 
In otic history an fundamental issue*. 
•*t. 
We have an Administration whose philoso­ 
phy and actions reflect, more arcn raleiy than ever 
before, this general agreem ent.” 


Obviously neither statement is true, or we should have 
a monolithic, conformist civilization, static intellectually 
and barren emotionally. Harold Stassen » revolt, follow­ 
ing upon W as ne Morse's rebellion and Joe McCarthy * 
irreconcilability, each representing a following in Repub­ 
lican ranks, disproves the statement that 
“we have 
greater agreement than ever before in our history. 
Our 
history covers a period of three centuries 
When a nation has an era of agreement, it is either 
under the control of a murderous dictator or it is dying. 
Surely the United States, during Ute Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration is in neither of these circumstances. There are 
wide differences of view on every economic and social 
problem as we shall witness during the campaign 
l-ar- 
son recognizes that such difference* will be express4»d but 
he denies their legitimacy 
He says: 
“ In the heat of political campaigns, it is to be expect­ 
ed that both these statements will be challenged 
Rut in 
the perspective of political history, these two fact* will 
stand out ss the distinctive festure of our times . . 


Tartan uses hts book ta pravr his thesis and tries 
ta slate the philosophy et the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration. 
I ntnrtunatrls. Larson doe* not possets the 
disciplines of philosophy and therefore stum bles when 
he tries to articulate s new ©ne 
Ile apparently is 
conscious of the fact that he is neither an Aristotle 
nor a Thomas Aquinas and that he uses the word, 
philosophy’, in a very broad sense, so broad that it 
has kist it* specific meaning. He says of tt; 


“ All this does not slip comfortably into some well­ 
worn niche like ‘liberal or ‘Sew Deal’ or prolabor' or 
‘probusiness’ or ‘left’ or ‘right ’ This ii because the New 
Republicanism is a set of ideas keved explicitly to con­ 
temporary mid-century facts, while the familiar cate­ 
gories. drawn from earlier decades, are now largely 
obsolete." 
That is a very tall order. He must think that some­ 
thing has happened in the middle of the Twentieth Cen­ 
tury that makes our times different like a biological 
sport or a geological fault. 
But what has been this 
tumultuous occurrence* Was it World War II which 
followed World War I, the Russian Revolution and a 
universal depression’ Or was it the mere appearance of 
Dwight D Eisenhower in the Presidency that unrelates 
our years to the whole of American history’ Surely such 
a cult of personality is not for a nation that has known 
Washington. Jefferson and Lincoln and that has survived 
Andrew Jackson. William McKinley. Theodore and Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt. 
Without defining anything, Larson says that the “New 
Republicanism" is competing with something that dates 
back to 18% and something that dates back to 1936 
But 
what Is the “New Republicanism"*’ Pages pass before 
the eve, but there are no definitions, no analyzable ter­ 
minology. No egghead evolved the “New Republicanism." 


According 
to 
(.arson, 
the 
18% 
ideology 
held 
. . that business should have completely free 
rain . . .“ 
This is, of course, nonsense, from an 
historic standpoint. 
The year 18% m arks altogether 
a different set of facts. 
Between 1897 and 1901, the 
United States enjoyed an unusual prosperity due to 
the increased world production of gold and the in­ 
creased dem an d for American agricultural products 
In Europe. This led to (he accumulation of enorm ous 
reserves of capital w hich were used in the form ation 
of large m anufacturing companies, despite the Sher­ 
man Anti-Trust Law which was enacted in 1890. 


It was not a period of laissez-faire capitalism, hut 
rather the period of the formation of the structure of 
our current industrial society which stood us so well 
during the two recent wars that in other parts of the 
world produced revolutions. One need not defend Mark 
Hanna to prove that facts are unsuitable for current 
propaganda. 


Larson's book may be alt right for campaign orators 
but it is neither inspirational nor philosophic.

These reporters are not among 
those who count themselves smart 
er about politics than Harry S. 


Truman. 
This modest disclaimer is now 


in order because Truman's briskly 
firm endorsement of Averill Harri­ 
man seems to have persuaded half 
the participants in the Democratic 
Convention that they have a lot 
more 
political 
savvy 
than 
the 
greatest old pro of them all 
“Why 
did Truman do it?” they keep 
asking in a tone of superior won­ 
der, sounding not angry but only 
a little sick at heart. 
Well, surely the answer is that 
Truman did it because he wants 
to see Harriman nominated and 
thinks that, with his help. Harri­ 
man has a chance—maybe a nar­ 
row chance but still a chance—of 
getting the nomination 
It will be 
a tough, rough fight, but no one 
revels in carnage more than Harry 
S. Truman 
It is a very long shot 
bet. but Harry Truman has won 
long shot bets before this 
So he 
yielded to the temptation to do 
what he wanted to do all along. 
Rather 
early 
on. 
the 
former 
President decided he wanted the 
New York governor in the Demo­ 
cratic race this year. 
He helped 
to persuade Harriman to declare 
himself in—which was perhaps not 
dreadfully difficult 
to do. Many 
'weeks ago, he told Harriman in 
plain terms that he was “ for" him. 
in the sense that Harriman was 
his preferred candidate, better in 
his opinion even than Adlai Steven­ 
son. whom Truman had also en­ 
couraged to make the contest. 


Thereafter, the question between 
Harriman and Truman did not con­ 
cern Trumans 
preference. 
The 
question 
was 
whether 
Truman 
would 
make a 
public 
fight for 
Harriman, or would stop at telling 
those who asked him that he liked 
Harriman better than any of the 
others. In a phrase of Harriman* 
already quoted in this space, the 
question 
was 
“ whether 
Truman 
would take his coat ail the way 
off or only half off." 
The Harriman camp were well 
aware that they needed all the 
help Truman could possibly give 
them. 
They worked over him at 
every opportunity, hardly leaving 
him time to drink a toast in peace 
when he went to New York for his 
daughter s wedding, for example.

But even on th* eve of the conven­ 
tion. 
neither 
Averell 
Harriman 
himself nor any of those around 
him actually expected Truman s 
active, open endorsement, with ail 
its far-reaching, dissension-making 
consequences. 


In the week before coming to 


Chicago, Truman told the Missouri 


national committeeman. Mark Hol- 


loran. and other Missouri delegates 
that he was indeed for Harriman. 
He said he would be pleased if the 
Missourians stuck to favorite-son 
Stuart Symington for at least two 
ballots, to give the Stevenson band­ 
wagon a chance to be stopped. 
But even on the train to Chicago, 
Truman told his personal entour­ 
age that he intended to maintain 
a public neutrality. 
That was his apparent intention, 
in fact, almost until the opening 
of his famous press conference, at 
which he first promised to reveal 
his choice. 
It is a fair bet that 
the last straw of permission was 
laid 
on the sometimes 
yielding 
camel s back of Truman's pru­ 
dence by Judge Samuel Rosenman, 
an ardent Harrimanite. with whom 
Truman conferred just before the 
press conference began. 


After that, the problem was not 
what Truman would do. but how 
he would do it. Streams of Harri­ 
man supporter* urged a powerful 
statement. 
Streams of Stevenson 
admirers sought to avoid the worst, 
which would have been a state­ 
ment hinting that Stevenson was 
not a “fighting candidate.” 


In his own suite, just half an 
hour before giving it to the public, 
Truman gave his statement for 
Harriman a trial run among his 
special intimates such as Leslie 
Bittie, Charles Murphy and Donald 
Dawson. He wa* delighted, visibly 
exulting over the thing he wa* 
about to do 
At least half the members of th* 
Truman circle were not delighted. 
They feared the trouble ahead. 
They thought Stevenson would got 
the nomination anyway or ai any 
rate believed that Harriman could 
not be nominated. 
This convic­ 
tion is increasingly widespread in 
Chicago. But when Harry Truman 
makes a gamble, it is always wiser 
to defer judgment until you find 
out how the bets are paid off in 
the end.
